Keep  them  in  a 
cool,  dark  place  until  the  roots  are 
well  established,  then  bring  them 
into  the  light.  Letters  A,  B,  C 
and  D  indicate  the  relative  bloom¬ 
ing  periods;  x\  is  followed  by  B, 
etc.  Height  is  given  in  inches  to 
aid  in  arranging  flower  beds.

Hyacinths 

The  outdoor  cultivation  of  Hyacinths  is  quite  similar  to  that  of  Tulips,  except  that  the  bulbs  should 
be  set  further  apart — about  8  to  10  inches.  For  house  culture,  pot  the  bulbs  ant*  time  from  Sep¬ 
tember  to  December,  using  a  light,  rich  soil  and  bone  fertilizer.  Place  the  pots  outdoors  and  cover  them 
with  -4  to  6  inches  of  leaves.  After  ten  to  twelve  weeks  they  may  be  brought  indoors  a  few  at  a  time. 

If  Hyacinths  are  grown  in  glasses  the  bases  of  the  bulbs  should  barely  touch  the  water.  The 
glasses  should  be  set  in  a  cool,  dark  place  until  they  are  full  of  roots.
